What is Moving Torah? Using writing, movement, discus- 
sion and play, Andrea will lead us through an easy-to-follow 
process where we create our own personal and powerful, 
moving commentary. You can read about Andrea’s work in 
our cover story. 

Several years ago, I had the chance to study text with Andrea 
and I was inspired by her innovative approach. I felt challenged 
to go beyond the simple, literal reading of the passage and to 
personalize the lessons in a way that has stayed with me. 

As we studied the story of the Israelites escaping slavery, 
standing at the edge of the sea with enemies on their heels, 
Andrea invited each of us to personalize this story, to use the 
biblical story to shape our own personal metaphor. The sto- 
ries that emerged from the guided exercises created a rich 
tapestry of voices around common themes. 

Too often I experience prayer and text study using just my 
intellect. And yet these religious words are meant to inspire 
action, to move us and stretch us to express our mind, body, spirit 
selves. My hope is that in learning Moving ‘Torah techniques, we 
will be able to incorporate this expression into our worship and 
study as one new way to draw meaning from our well of tradition. 

On Yom Kippur this last year, Cantor Bernstein invited us 
to imagine holding our own personal Book of Life in our 
hands and then she asked us to whisper a prayer for ourselves 
into its pages. A number of people have mentioned to me 
how the memory of physically acting this out has helped 
them stay connected to their new year aspirations. [ think 
there is a real link between embodying the words we say and 
actualizing the prayers of our hearts.

Holiday Dinner Drive 
Thanks for Making it a Success 


The Holiday Dinner Drive was started by Temple Sinai 
in Oakland twelve years ago to raise money in the late 
Fall for the Alameda County Community Food Bank. 
The Drive has gradually expanded to include sixteen 
Bay Area synagogues. This is the first year Congrega- 
tion Sha’ar Zahav has participated. Last year this Jewish 
community effort raised over $80,000 to benefit food 
banks in San Francisco, Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties. As of December 1, 2011, CSZ members have 
contributed $1413 to the San Francisco Food Bank and 
$515 to the Alameda County Community Food Bank. 
That is more than $1900 and the drive is not over. 

Next year the drive will be even easier, since the San 
Francisco and Alameda food banks are going to create syn- 
agogue-specific donation pages in 2012, so that donations 
can be made on-line. Hopefully, we can raise twice as 


much to aid our hungry community members next year.

AS PRESIDENT ofSha’ar Zahay, 


, one of my favorite “duties” is presenting a 
new bar or bat mitzvah with a gift from the 
synagogue. I love having the chance to thank 
. the child for his/her service leading and 
teaching. I hope that my words and my pres- 
ence play a small role in reminding the child that s/he is a 
valuable part of our community, and that we have made a 
commitment to each other. 

Because I do believe we have made a commitment to each 
other. We have promised to teach and learn from each other, 
to pass on what we know to the generations that come after 
us, and to remember what was taught to us by those who 
came before. While leading the congregation in the Amidah, 
the central prayer of our service, the b’nei mitzvah chants 
“Y dor v'dor,” and | hear that as a demand, a cry for support: 
“Teach me. Be there for me. Welcome and embrace me.” The 
congregation responds “I’dor v’dor”: “Yes, we promise. We 
will be your teachers. We won't let you down.” And the b’nei 
mitzvah says, “I'dor v’dor”: “And I will be there for you too. I 
will be your student and your teacher. I will be a part of our 
community.” The congregation answers “I’dor v’dor”: “Yes.” 

Okay, so maybe I have an over-active imagination, but it’s 
important to me to believe — to know — that what Iam doing 
today will have meaning and importance to future genera- 
tions. Because I don’t have children of my own, it is easy for 
me to feel like a “broken link” in the chain of the Jewish peo- 
ple. Our b’nei mitzvah services remind me that I do have a 
responsibility and the ability to fulfill the promise we make 
each Shabbat: “Ldor v'dor — To all generations we will make 
known Your greatness...”. 

One way we at Sha’ar Zahav fulfill this promise is through 
our b’nei mitzvah mentor program. When Ilana Bernstein 
asked mea few years ago if | would be a mentor, my first 
thought was, “Are you kidding? I don’t know anything. My 
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Hebrew isn’t very good. I can’t leyn (chant) Torah. I haven't 
even had a bat mitzvah myself.” But I remembered I had 
enjoyed teaching at Beit Sefer as part of our Galei Limudim 
(Learning Waves) program, and, besides, how could I say no 
to Ilana? So I said yes, and I am so glad I did. 

Ilana suggested that I might be a good match for Julia 
Reiser Shorofsky, so I met with her and her moms to talk 
about how we would work together. I remember thinking that 
my job as Julia’s mentor was to make sure that she had a good 
experience preparing for her bat mitzvah. Of course, I wanted 
her to know the prayers and her Torah portion, but [ also felt 
that the best way to turn a young person away from Judaism 
and synagogue life was to make preparing for a b’nei mitzvah 
completely stressful and not at all fun. Julia and I agreed to 
work together. 

We began meeting every couple of weeks at first (usually, a 
mentor and mentee begin meeting 18 months before the 
b’nei mitzvah), and then more frequently as the time got 
closer. I have to admit, our time together was not totally 
focused on bat mitzvah preparation. After all, there were cup- 
cakes to eat, iPhones to play with, and my cats needed atten- 
tion too. But we did manage to spend some time practicing 
the prayers and Torah portion, and working on Julia’s drash. 
Most importantly, we learned together, discussing what the 
prayers and portion meant to us. 

When you're a mentor, you are not the only one helping to 
create a good experience for the b’nei mitzvah student. There 
is a CD of all the prayers, and the cantor will record the Torah 
portion. There are other mentors to help with the drash, and 
teachers available for Hebrew tutoring if necessary. Rabbi 
Angel meets with students and their families to encourage 
them in their Jewish learning. The family is part ofa b’nei 
mitzvah chavurah, so they have support from other families 
going through the process as well. Ora Prochovnick facilitates 


planning the service, and our Educator, (continued on page 8)

AN INTRODUCTION TO ANGELS IN

The Hebrew word for angel, malakh, 
means ‘messenger.’ Our sacred texts are 
full of angels. We welcome them at the 
beginning of each Shabbat. For more 
than two thousand years our ancestors 
considered belief in angels a fundamental 
part of their faith. Are angels real non- 
physically focused beings, a reflection of 
our higher selves, or simply empowering 
metaphors? Why should we think about 
them at all, as 21st century Jews? And 
what kinds of messages might they have 
for us today? In this two-hour class we will 
read some of our core texts on angels, 
learn about some of the more famous 
and infamous ones, and practice 

two angel meditations that are still found 
in our liturgy and are easy to learn.

It took several years and the work of more 
than one hundred people to create our 
new Siddur. Starting before Thanksgiving 
we will be holding monthly discussion 
groups that will focus on the creation of a 
new High Holiday Prayer Book. In these 
groups we will study our current Mahzor, 
supplement, and other mahzorim, and 
learn more about the ancient prayers that 
shape our spiritual journey from Rosh 
Hashanah to Yom Kippur. 

These classes will be open to adults 
and children. In addition to reading, 
studying, and discussing, we will be writ- 
ing, and drawing too. After the holidays 
we will be soliciting your comments on our 
current Mahzor, what works for you, what 
doesn’t work, and the kinds of things 
you'd like to see in our new text. The 
process of creating a new Mahzor calls for 
writers, editors, artists, daveners, medita- 
tors, dreamers, and you. We look forward 
to your participation in this process.

Torah Without Gloves! 
JAN-FEB., DATES TO BE ANNOUNCED 
TAUGHT BY RABBI DEV FELDER-NOILY 
This class is about digging into Torah with 
our own hands, down and dirty, peeking 
behind the veil of translations. So much of 
Torah is revealed (or concealed) in the 
language of Biblical Hebrew itself. From 
the sweepingly conceptual (Biblical 
Hebrew reckons time in a radically differ- 
ent way) to the seemingly trivial (a tiny dot 
may be the only remnant of a disap- 
peared letter, unlocking the root, and 
meaning, of a word) Biblical Hebrew is a 
portal to a particular intimacy with Torah. 
This class is not in Biblical Hebrew, but 
about Biblical Hebrew. You'll learn how 
the language works, without having to 
learn the language. We'll learn to recog- 
nize patterns, clues and cues that can get 
us in close to the text itself. We'll study 
multiple English translations of a biblical 
text in order to lay bare the ambiguities in 
the Hebrew. And we'll begin to explore 
how these very ambiguities are both the 
playground and breeding ground for the

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Dear Beit Sefer Com- 
munity, 

My musings this 
month have a somber 
™ tone. | write with great 
sadness as I reflect on 
the suicides of so many teens in our 
community. I have had several conver- 
sations with parents and teens to dis- 
cuss our sadness about teen suicides. 
In the past year, I have been made 
aware of at least ten teen suicides. This 
is just so tragic and unthinkable. It is 
the responsibility of all educators to 
reflect on how we can address this dis- 
turbing trend. I feel I have a double 
responsibility as an educator who 
focuses on the spiritual health of our 
youth to reflect on Jewish responses to 
this. 

My first responses (as I am sure is 
true for many people) are questions: 

How it is that teens feel that suicide 
is an acceptable response to sadness, 
despair and depression? 

What support systems can we pro- 
vide that can help teens to know they 
have other options when they are in 
despair? 

You have heard me proclaim many 
times that my passion for Jewish educa- 
tion is because I believe so deeply in the 
importance of Jewish continuity. How- 
ever, there are secondary reasons that 
are also deeply important. It seems very 
clear to me and most adults that young 
people are under an unprecedented 
kind of pressure. They worry exces- 
sively that every choice they make will 
have an indelible impact on their 
future. It is increasingly harder for 
them to get into college, high school or 
kindergarten for that matter. Much of 
their self-worth is garnered through 
achievement, whether in the classroom 
or on the sports field or through pursu- 
ing a myriad of create pursuits. Where 
do young people get to feel a sense of 
recognition for just being themselves? 

Secondary education provides many 
positive supports to young people. They 


have opportunities to experience differ- 
ent social milieus and for having other 
outlets beside their academic perform- 
ance. Recently the BSPM curriculum 
committee met and we discussed what 
the important meta-concepts are that 
inform our curriculum and the intent 
of BSPM. 

We strive to make BSPM the follow- 
ing, among others: 

A place where students feel safe, 
seen, valued and connected 

A place that nurtures teens intellec- 
tually, spiritually and socially 

A learning environment that fosters 
memory 

A learning environment that fosters 
an identity that is separate from 
achievement 

Itis my hope that these goals will 
provide students with a loving and 
enriching environment that helps to 
create their sense of self esteem. It is 
also my hope that having this type of 
environment will encourage spiritual 
discussion and ethical ponderings. I 
hope that students feel they have a safe 
structure to raise difficult subjects. 
Most of all I hope that they feel they are 
part of a loving community wheere they 
can always speak their truth and get 
helped and they are deeply valued. 

The highest value of Judaism is 
pikuakh nefesh (Hebrew 5:pin pikuakh 
“saving”, of 19 nefesh “life”): this 
principle in Jewish law holds that the 
preservation of human life overrides 
virtually any other religious 
consideration. When the life ofa 
specific person is in danger, almost any 
negative commandment of the Torah 
becomes inapplicable. 

The Talmud also says that if you save 
one person, you save the world. It is 
inconceivable that young people feel so 
hopeless that they don’t feel that they 
have options. I hope that that in some 
small way, our amazing young people at 
BSPM can go out and share their hope 
and youthful vitality and be a light 


among nations to their peers. 
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In the meantime, I take a moment of 
prayer time each day to say a silent 
prayer for these lost youth and hold 
their memory.

On Shabbat morning, services will engage families and 
adults in different ways. Andrea will join families at the Beit 
Sefer Phyllis Mintzer Morning Circle, where we will have the 
opportunity to step into the Israelites’ shoes and see what it 
felt like to walk “on dry ground in the middle of the sea.” 

During the Shabbat morning service, Andrea’s sermon will 
be in the form of a short performance piece interpreting the 
moment of the Israelites’ crossing. In the afternoon, commu- 
nity members have the opportunity to join Andrea in creating 
their own Moving Torah on the story of crossing the sea ina 
two-hour workshop. This will be an opportunity to learn the text 
in depth, and to learn simple but imaginative ways to quickly 
create meaningful responses. One of Andrea's strength as a 
teacher is leading people who don’t usually see themselves as 
dancers or performers through very accessible exercises, help- 
ing them to create beautiful and meaningful work. Anyone who 
is moved to give it a try is encouraged to come. 

On Saturday night, Andrea looks forward to sharing her solo 
show “Cutting My Hair in Jerusalem” with the congregation 
and engaging in a communal conversation about liberation, 
finding your identity with integrity, and reflecting on the differ- 
ent ways to blend tradition and modernity in our own lives. 


Andrea Hodos has been making dances, and helping other 
people make their own dances, for three decades. Andrea is 
the creator of Moving Torah Workshops - a method for inter- 
preting traditional Jewish texts using writing, movement and

theater exercises alongside traditional study methods. In her 
work, Andrea draws principally on the techniques of commu- 
nity-based dance that she learned through the Liz Lerman 
Dance Exchange in Washington DC. Andrea received an M.Ed. 
in Dance Education from Temple University anda B.A. in Eng- 
lish Literature from Yale University. She learned classical texts 
at the Pardes Institute for Jewish Studies in Jerusalem, and per- 
forms a piece she created about her time there called, “Cutting 
My Hair in Jerusalem.” Andrea performs and teaches in Cali- 
fornia and nationally, as well. In 2007-2008 she was artist-in- 
residence at HUC-JIR in Los Angeles. During her residency, 
she created a piece with rabbinic and cantorial students along- 
side her professional company members called On Dry 
Ground: Faith, Fear and Transformation at the Edge of the Sea. 
The piece explored the themes we will be talking about over 
this scholar/artist in residence weekend and brought to life 
the different midrashim on the Red Sea experience. In 2008, 
she and her company worked with the Dance Exchange ina 
piece created for the National Building Museum. 

Andrea Hodos’ Cutting My Hair in Jerusalem is edgy and 
funny—a sharply observed, poignant memoir of a type of 
spiritual coming-of-age that is all too rarely shared or docu- 
mented.
